Refilled By Nature. 


Probably no more wonderful lake 


can be found In the world than the 
Asphalt Lake, soinedlstance-fromthe 
Port of Spain, Trinadud, British West 
Indies. It Is one of the most Inter- 
esting and 
remarkable formations 


wrought by nature. The body of the 
lake Is evidently the crater of an ox- 
extinct volcano and Is a huge bowl, 
shaped depression, covering about 100 
acres. Instead of water, It contains 
a mass of black, viscous material, 
which presents a black surface with 
inky pools of soft bitumen and spots 
of yellow bubbles and water cracks. 
Jts surface is yielding and a strong 
odor of hydrogen sulphide is exuded. 
It has been likened to a vast asphalt 
pavement, In which are many holes 
tilled with Inky waters In which swim 
ugly Hsh and black beetles. The lake Is 
fed like many other lakes, with sub- 
teranean springs, which Instead of 
giving forth water, gives forth nat- 
ural asphalt. 
When pieces of the 


black surface are removed, nature Im- 
mediately comes to the rescue tore- 
pair the damage and In twenty-four 
hours the hole Is again tilled. 


The exportation of this asphalt Is 


immense and shipment is made to all 
parts of the world, the supply being, 
practically oxhaustlesx.

Psychology In the most potent Influ 


once known to man. No thought la 
over lost. 
As Henry Wood has so 


well expressed It: 
'"There Is not a 


thought but has its 
duo 
influence. 


The 'every Idle word' for which men 
shall bo Judged, when rightly Inter- 
preted, Is a startling 
psychological 


truth." 


"As a man thtnketh In his heart so 


Is he." Not tho conscious thought of 
the moment makes him what ho Is, but 
tho sum total of his previous thoughts. 


Thought Is, indeed, tho motive power 


of tho 
universe, and 
psychological 


thought tho most potent. Do not con- 
found tho terms psychology and hyp- 
notism. Wo frequently hear ono say: 
"Oh, 
ho has hypnotized you." Instead 


of saying: 
"Ho 
has 
psychologized 


you." 


A certain historian says of 
Na 


poleem: 
"Among Ills 
associates 
In 


the army, In tho councils of tho na- 
tion his word was law. A look, a mo- 
tion, a few quietly uttered words were 
Hulllclcut to command obedience. All 
felt tho mystic spell 
of his power. 


Note tho Instance when Marshal Noy 
had beon sent by Louis XVIII. to ar- 
rest the emperor on his return from 
Elba. No sooner 
did tho 
marshal 


come within tho spell of Napoleon's 
powerful suggestive genius than he, 
.himself, surrendered to Napoleon, and 
tho combined forces marched against 
tho king. In reading tho history of 
France I have sometimes Imagined 
(continues tho historian) that Napo- 
leon must have hynotlzed tho entire 
French nation and thon died without 
removing tho spell of his genius. A 
suggestion of his spirit still broods 
over tho land." 


Although hypnotism 
Is suggestion, 


suggestion Is not necessarily hypno- 
tism. In tho case of Napoleon It was 
his personal magnetism and psycholog- 
ical power that wore evidenced In look, 
word and movement. 


Tho New Thought people are, many 


of them, extremists and quite extrav- 
agant In their Idens of tho attractive 
power of thought. Tho New Thought 
Is not always right thought; nor Is It, 
In reality now thought, but, rather, 
tho old thought revived. 


Nearly 20 centuries ago tho great 


naturalist. Pliny, declared: 
"There 


surely exists in man a certain power 
of changing, attracting and 
binding 


whatever ho desires or wills to at 
tract, change, bind or Impede." 


I am a Ilrm believer In thought vl 


bratlon and know, by experience, that 
tho psychological power thus exercised 
has a most potent Influence whether 
it Is used In 
drawing things 
unto 


one's self or In projecting a spirit of 
helpfulness and success to others. 


Reason, however, steps In and says: 


Thus far and no further. Tls true— 
"All 
things come to him who will but 


wait"—If he hustles while ho waits. 


The Now Thought apostles say that 


you can sit In tho silence and attract 
anything 
you 
desire—horses, 
car- 


riages, flowers, etc. I believe It—If 
you sit long enough In tho silence; but 
I also believe that tho horses, car- 
riages and flowers will bo thoso that 
come to your funeral. 


You may sit with folded arms and, 


MIcawber like, expect something 
to 


turn up. but you will find that it will 
facilitate matters very much If you 
go out and turn it up. 


On tho other hand. It is not tho nerv- 


ous, restless, excitably active person 
who accomplishes most. True energy 
displays Itself far more Impressively 
In reposo than In action. Napoleon, 
with his arms crossed over his breast, 
Is more expressive of power than tho 
famous Hercules beating the air with 
his athletic fists. 


Applied Psychology. 


Any theory to bo a remarkable the- 


ory must 
have a 
workable 
basis. 


Psychology is nothing If not practical. 
Of what benefit Is the soul-power with 
its wonderful Intuitive intelligence If 
wo cannot make uso of It In tho every- 
day affairs of life? It Is for that pur- 
pose that I desire to call your atten- 
tion to tho following eight psycholog- 
ical prlclples, 
tho 
combination of 


which, properly applied, will unlock 
tho door .of success to any line of 
business for which ono has any natural 
aptitude:

Confidence. 


Unless you have confidence In your 


self and confidence in your undertak- 
ing how can you reasonably expect 
success? 


Thought 
Is 
vibratory 
and 
your 


thought will affect the ono to whom It 
Is voluntarily projected or tho ono 
who 
comes within 
Its 
radiation. 


Therefore. If tho shadow of a doubt 
enters your mind and you harbor It. 
If but for a moment, it will prove pro- 
Judicial to your interests. I have al- 
ways contended that the little, trouble- 
no mo word "If" (when It expresses 
doubt) Is not to bo found In any true 
psychological dictionary. Every tlmo 
you uso It and every tlrao you think 
it you aro giving yourself a suggestion 
that may prove your defeat. An auto- 
suggestion (self-suggestion) la Just as 
forceful as If It came from somo one 
else. 
Therefore 
do 
not - accept 


doubts from nny source. Remember 
that "ifs" and "buts" are 
always 


(when doubt Is expressed) links In 
vour thought fetters. 


In tho first place, lenrn to keep 


your own counsel. Should you, how- 
over, consult with anyone who belongs 
to tho "doubting Thomas" clans, mako 
up your mind to shut out every doubt 
either expressed or 
Implied. (Tho 


majority of us when asking advice aro 
usually socking approval.) 


Sooner or later, everyone will real- 


ize his desires, providing lie holds to 
them with persistent and unwavering, 
confidence. 
Tho best things of this' 


life are not possible while wo para- 
lyze ourselves with doubts of our abil- 
ities; 'Tho'vory force wo waste upon, 
our fears Is all that would bo neces- 
sary for tho achievement of our pur- 
pose. At tho very point of discourage- 
ment wo are often nearest accom- 
plishment. 


If the question has been asked mo 


onco It has been asked mo hundreds 
•of times: 
"If ono falls docs ho not 


lose his confidence?" 


Not necessarily so, no. If ho does, 


he could not have had a very largo 
stock of confidence to lose. Success 
Is not built upon one effort, but upon 
repeated efforts—and failures. 
AS a. 


rule, failure should novar bo acknowl- 
edged until the last effort has been 
made, and tho last effort should not 
bo made until one Is successful. 


Ultimate failure should never bo ac- 


knowledged, but, instead, hope 
on. 


hope ever with Increasing confidence, 
in ultimate success. 


Concentration. 


This Is best accomplished by truo 


quietness rather 
than by intensity. 


Concentration Is tho key to all power. 
Thought Is force; concentration of 
thought Is the focussing and dirt-cling 
of force for a certain purpose. To bo 
successful In concentration depends 
on what wo concentrate our forc« 
upon and what ends we have In view 
In so doing. 
It should never bo fop 


unworthy ends. As a practice for »uch 
concentration you should occasionally 
select somo ono thought and focus 
your mind thereon at tho exclusion of 
all other thoughts. 
You must loam 


to still tho llttlo thought waves run- 
ning through your mind continuously 
by gathering tho thought forces to- 
gether In ono big wave. 


Whatever business project you may 


bavo In mind concentrate your thought 
upon It so completely that you may 
hold that particular thought at the 
exclusion of all others and hold It with 
confidence In tho accomplishment ot 
the object. 


Paislvlty. 


This Is ono of tho 
roost 
difficult 


things to learn and yot ono of tho most 
Important. Tho successful student of 
psychology must bo able to mako 
himself passive (negative) and posttlvo 
at will. To mako one's self habitually 
negative without knowing how to be- 
come positive Is a dangerous thing; 
In fact, to «iako ono's self habitually 
nogutlvo Is not ^ dcslrablo thing. 


No matter how Intent you may bo on 


tho business project you have In mind, 
when you enter an ofllco or c«o enters 
your ofllco you should be ablo to be- 
come passive at onco; for only In so 
doing can you got the mental attlMdo 
of that person toward you and Ui3 
business you represent. 


Always bear In mind that nn Impres- 


sion cannot bo mado upon a positive, 
but, 
Instead, upon a negative; heuco 


tho necessity of your being passive. 
Think of it a moment; that oven your 
own subjective mind cannot malto an 
Impression upon your objective mind 
unless It Is passive. 


Who has not puzzled for hours or 


days or oven longer over somo prob- 
lorn and gjVcn It up In despair? Thou 
suddenly, In somo moment of abstrac- 
tion when In tho necessary passive 
attitude, tho solution came. Try to 
recall a name or date. So long as you 
aro objectively active 
(positive) 
In 


your effort you will fall, but when you 
"let go" and cay ."well, never mind.' 
It will como to mo when I'm not think- 
ing of it." 
And It comos. 
It was 


there all tho time, but by your effort 
(positive) you closed tho door against 
It. 


Hut you may say: "Supposing in a 


business transaction 'the other man* 
becomes positive, should I still re- 
main passive?" Sure. 
Why? 
Be- 


cause two positives claoh and, Vn all 
probability, nothing gained. 
Learn 


tho secret of being a good listener- 
one can listen without necessarily ac- 
cepting.

United States Navy as a Health Resort

UCH Interesting Information In re- 
gard to tho navy IK found In the 


recent annual report of Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hlxey. 


With an average strength. Including 


the marine corjis. of about -12.00(1. both 
afloat and ashore, the total number of 
deaths In the navy for the year was 
L'll; a ratio of 5.GG to the thousand. 


It Is natural that a picked class of 


men 
under 
constant 
surveillance 


should make a better record than the 
heterogeneous population of a city, but 
even FO the contrast between a rate of 
.1,06 In tho navy and a rate of from 
10 to 25, or even higher. In thn cities 
Is a good showing for tho former. 


Of the 241 deaths only 14-I were from 


disease. The remaining 97 were from 
Injury. Including poisons. 


The largest number of deaths from 


any one cause was 31 from drowning. 


Tuberculosis of the lungs comes nt-xl 
with i!5 doutbs. There were 1C from 
pneumonia, 15 from gunshot wounds, 
14 from typhoid fever, 14 from monln« 
gltls and 10 from burns. The remain* 
dor were scattering. 


A rather surprising fact Is that !>07 


applicants for enlistment wore reject* 
I'd nn account of color blindness. This 
made a color blind rate of over 2S to 
the thousand of all applicants. Ono 
In every 15 of those rejected wns col- 
or blind. 


The queHtlon of the employment of 


woman nurses In naval hospitals was 
submitted to tho last cnngrc-HB. but the 
members did not see It In the same 
light as the medical bureau dues. 


It Is urged that not only are women 


bolter fitted for nursing than men aro, 
but also that In time of war their ser- 
vices are absolutely necessary. 
In 


that event male nurses would bo need- 
ed at sea and tbe hospitals would have 
to call In women. 


Not only are women actually needed 


now. but If taken Into the hospitals 
at present they would become accus- 
tomed to the administration of naval 
hospitals and would form "an organ- 
ized nucleus, capable of easy expan- 
sion" If the need should arise.

The diplomats are a picturesque lot 


and In tho main their wives and their 
bisters and their daughters are beau- 
tlful. something which cannot bo said 
for all of the diplomatic husbands, 
brothers und fathers. If ono 
looks 


above the always beautiful uniforms. 
About nine-tenths of tho diplomats In 
Washington are aristocrats, or think 
that they aru. and this amounts to the 


same thing, and a largo part of them 
are titled, and those that haven't any- 
thing In front have a string of rear 
Initials to make up. 


The diplomatic reception was at- 


tended by more people than have been 
at the White House on any occasion 
in years, excepting of course, on the. 
occasion of the Now Year's day recep- 
tion, when tho latchstring hangs out 
to tho world. Every ambassador, every 
minister, every naval und military at- 
tacho and every secretary to tho last 
decree of secretaryship was there, all 
In tho raiment of rank, and no lieuten- 
ant-general of tho armed forces of 
tho United States Is arrayed like ono 
of the under-socrotarlefl of tho Euro* 
pean powers or as the sublieutenant 
who does duty as military attache.

In fact, Ifaomo 
of tho Englishmen, Russians and Ger- 
mans would take off some 20 or 30 
pounds uf decorations, strip off is 
or 20 yards of fur lining and tnko a 
re«f or two In their sashes—those of 
thorn who wear sashes—they would 
appear to a more militant advantage.
